42-0, the Inspector caused a check to be made through the 
National Crime Information Center (NCIC). A "hit" was returned, 
indicating the subject had been entered into NCIC by the 
Chicago Division as a fugitive deserter, The Inspector instructed 
that the Chicago Office be immediately contacted. The Chicago 
Office advised a pending file is maintained in that Division 
which disclosed a request from the Bureau for a fugitive deserter 
investigation. The request was received by the Chicago Office 
on July 24, 1970. As of the date of the Inspector's contact 
with the Chicago Office,August 15, 1970, the file indicated 
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the whereabouts of the fugitive was unknown to Chicago, the 
Office of Origin. ALL pertinent information in Minneapolis 
File 42-0 was furnished to Chicago by airtel, August 15, 


1970.

During inspection of the Minneapolis Division SA Cartinhour was 
involved in a substantive error (write-up attached) in which he obtained 
information that an individual living in Canada was a deserter from the 
U. S. Marine Corps. SA Cartinhour failed to check the subject's name 
in NCIC. It was subsequently determined through NCIC that the subject 
was being sought by another office as a fugitive deserter. 


In his explanations SA Cartinhour stated the delinquency was inadvertent. 
RECOMMENDATIONS 


1. That SA Cartinhour be censured for failing to take appropriate 
steps to determine whether or'not an individual reported to be a deserter 
was wanted by the Bureau as a fugitive. If approved, to be handled by the
